cpruit by a superior force of Boers at 
7:30 p. to., June 12. The enemy crept 
up to within snort range, and poured a. 
deadly fire into the camp, killing two 
officers and 16 men, and wounding four 
officers and 38 men, of whom 25 wero 
slightly wounded.

and 50 men escaped to General Beacon's 
camp. The remainder we're taken pris- 
oners, and later released.

The name of tbe donor who gavo 


$100,000 to Columbia university for a 
department devoted to Chinese litera- 
jare, language and customs ia still a 
mystery, but the news the other day 
delighted progressive Chinamen who 
heard it 


"I was pleased to learn that Colum- 


bia college bad received a gift of $100,- 
000 for tbe establishment of a chair 
for tbe study and teaching of the Chi- 
nese language," said Mr. Wu Ting 
Fang, the Chjnese minister, to a New 
York World reporter when he heard 
the news in Washington. "I hope to 
see other universities similarly endow- 
ed. I believe it will be of great practi- 
cal value to Americans and to Chinese 
alike to have our language taught In 
this country." 


Mr. Wn had no idea, he said, as to 


the identity of tbe donor. 


"Of course," said Lock Wing, Chinese 


vice consul in New York city, "this is 
only tentative. We will watch with 
great Interest the result of the experi-

but live In scholarly ease. Few of the 
students took his courses. When he 
died, tbe department was dropped.

services But if this thing Is pursued

In tbs Opinion of Cmimol For Prl*. 


oaer, and Ho Will Ask For Quath- J 
Ing of Indictment—The Last Ballot 
Showed Majority For Acquittal 


New York, June 17.—The 12 men, who, 


jeince 12.15 o'clock Saturday afternoon, 
at the conclusion of the judge's charge, 
considered the evidence against Dr. 
Samuel J. Kennedy for tlte murder of 
"Dotty" Reynolds, reported to Jndgo 
Newburger yesterday that they were 
unable to agree on a verdict. 
Tha 


Judge at once discharged tbe jury from 
further service, and remanded the pris- 
oner to the tombs.. 


All through the night the jurymen 


struggled with the evidence. 
They 


breakfasted at 7:30 yesterday, and again 
took up the case. At 10:15 o'clock Judge 
Newbnrger ascended the bench, having 
been informed of tbe failure to agree. 
Ten minutes later the jurj filed in. The 
prisoner was brought over from the 
tombs. 
The judge asked the foreman 


if it was true that it was useless to hope 
for an agreement, and the foreman an- 
swered: "That is right." 


For a second Dr. Kennedy seemed un- 


able to comprehend. 
Tlieu the tears 


came to his eyes, and his face showed 
tbe effort he was making to control 
himself, aud crush his disappointment. 
Then the smile that had marked his 
face through most of tbe trial came back. 


•'The jury IK discharged," said the 


court. "It is to be regretted that you 
' have not been able to arrive at a verdict 
in tbe case, and I feel that it would be 
cruel to confine you any longer." Tbeu, 
turning to the prisoner, the court said: 
"The defendant is remanded." 


The jury was out 22 hours, and spent 


17 hoars of that time in discussion of 
the case, taking no sleep, aud the three 
who made the chief arguments for ac« 
quittal never ceasing In their efforts to 
convince the four men who held out for 
conviction until just a few minutes be- 
fore the judge sent for the jury, when 
several of the jurors were about settling 
down for a brief nap. 


Soon after tbe jury returned 
from 


luncheon op Saturday an informal bal- 
lot was taken, and the six who were 
willing to vote in advance of a discus- 
sion of the case stood: 
For acquittal, 


iJ; for conviction of murder in the first 
degree, 3; for second degree, 1. The 
other six put in blanks, being unwilling 
to vote until they had reviewed th« 
case. 
,, „ 


Tbe flrstformal ballot resulted: For 


acquittal, 6; conviction, 6. 
The next 


ballot stood: For acquittal, 7; for con- 
viction, 5. 
Thu? the jury stood until 


the sixth ballot was reached, when tbe 
result was: 
For acquittal, 8, for con- 


viction, 4. Four more ballots resulted 
tbe same way, 10 in all.bemg taken. 


Immediately after the adjournment 


of court, the attorneys for the defense ' 
sa,w Judge Nev.-burger in regard to their i 
nes;t step in behalf of Dr. Kennedy. The 
judge said that they should see District < 
Attorney I'lulbin as to whether he i 
would agree upon the course to be pur- 
sued. ., 


Mr. Moore, counsel for Kennedy, will 


ask District Attorney Philbin to move 
the quashing of the indictment, and. if j 
the latter does not take this step to free i 
Dr. Kennedy, Mr. Moore himself will 
make that motion, arguing that the state 
has shown twice its inability to convict 
his client of the crime charged, and that 
the old idea of two dibagreements being 
equivalent to an acquittal ought to pre- 
vail In this case. 


In case of failure to have the indict- 


ment quashed, Mr. Moore will more that 
his client be admitted to bail in a mod- 
crate sum, or tliat he be released on his 
own recognizance. 


Dr. Kennedy, When taken back to the 


tombs, expies.sed himself as being dis- 
appointed at the verdict, but hoped one 
or the other of the applications of his 
attorney will be granted. 


One of tbe jurors said that the prin- 


cipal point which caused the eight to 
favor acquittal was that they did not 
believe that the identification of Ken- 
nedy as the man %\ ho was seen leaving 
the Grand hotel early in the morning 
after the murder was reliable. 
They 


held that, as only a side or back view 
had been obtained of the man, a mistake 
might have been made. If the employes 
of the hotel had obtained a full view of 
the man's face the£ said it would have 
been different.

.cheer. In the inedteval ages this was rec- 
ognized even more than BOW, of which 
we find traces in the sculptured forms 
In ancient-cathedrals, where grinning 
faces look down at .the visitor trom 
arches and columns through the "dim 
religious light." 
In the religion of 


primitive peoples, notably the North 
American Indiana, "Laughter holding 
both his sides," as Milton expressed it 
In ''VAllegro," takes a conspicuous 
part in religious ceremonies. The In- 
dian as he goes through the evolutions 
of his semi-religious dance, intended in 
part to express thankfulness to the 
good Creator for his kindness to man, 
grins and laughs and otherwise gives 
vent to his sensq-bf humor and gayety, 
a performance "which he deems in no 
wise inconsistent with the religious 
character 6t the ceremony. 
No'great enterprise can be undertak- 


en-to represent the. broad field of. hu- 
man ' activity - and emotions without 
maJcing conspicuous the light and gay, 
ana in.an enterprise like an Exposition 
It Is fitting-thai this should have pe- 
culiarly conspicuous attention. 


"AH work and no play makes Jack a 


dull boy." 
The principle expressed in 


this famous adage is more and more 
recognized in all up to date schemes of 
educational work. The kindergarten is 
an expression of this fact, and the uni- 
versal''tendency of educators of today 
Is to make all branches of public in- 
etruction'as attractive to the youthful 
mind as possible rather than to repel 
the student and create in him a -dis- 
taste for learning by making the task 
a difficult and repugnant one.

no detraction from the educational In- 
fluence exercised by the Exposition as 
a whole. Thus the Midway became a 
recognized feature of the great Exposi- 
tions, and"'from a mere side show it 
grew Into a splendid aggregation of the 
quaint and curious, the novel and ex- 
citing, the weird and mysterious, the 
fantastic and picturesque, the strange 
and marvelous things brought from all 
Quarters of the globe. 


While it should not be supposed that 


the Midway of an Exposition comprises 
all In such an enterprise that is gay and 
light hearted, novel and entertaining, it 
ts natural that within that charmed 
portion of a great fair all this should 
be-found in a fire-eminent degree. 


When the Midway at the Pan-Ameri- 


can was proposed, it was determined 
that it should be the very best of its 
kind and the greatest thing "that ever 
happened" if in treating of so light a

' One day Mr. Thompson was studying 
on how to create some hew and star- 
tling effects for the "Darkness and 
Dawn" concession, in which he is also 
Interested and in which is a represen- 
tation of Dante'a "Inferno" revised and 
brought up to date. Throwing himself 
tipon a couch in his office and gazing 
dreamily through half closed eyes at 
the circles of smoke from his pipe, he 
was seeking a solution to the problem 
how to carry his passengers over a 
deep and almost bottomless gulch he 
had created in the very heart of the in- 
fernal regions. Suddenly he hit upon a 
grand idea. Starting from his couch, 
he exclaimed: "I have St! But this 
will never do for 'Darkness and Dawn.' 
I'll make it 'A Trip to the Moon.' " 


Thus was born the idea which re- 


sulted in the construction of the large 
building one sees among the first on 
entering the Midway and which is call- 
ed "A Trip to the Moon."

Clubi or parties formed for the pur- 


pose of touring awheel to Buffalo tbia 
summer are,being organized In a num- 
ber of localities. Some of these parties 
are of the "personally conducted" order 
—a stipulated amount being paid. In In- 
stallments or otherwise, to the organiz- 
er or conductor of the party, who as- 
•umes all responsibility and attends to 
•II the details. 


On the selection of the route depends 


much of the success of the tour. The 
best route It not always the shortest. 
Due consideration must be given to 
the grades, condition of the road« and

In organizing a party for a tour to 


Buffalo it will be safe to estimate the 
hotel expense at $3 per day. To'this 
add the amount required for railroad 
and steamboat fares and other ex- 
penses and then add $10 for unforeseen 
contingencies. 


After deciding on the size of the par- 


ty, the route to be followed and the 
number of miles to be ridden each day, 
select the various stopping places and 
enter into correspondence immediately 
with the proprietor! o( the hotels in 


the towns selected for stopping places. 
It Is not always the best policy to en- 
deavor to secure reduced rates from 
landlords, but rather to insist on only 
two in a room, with separate beds, if 
possible, and extra good meals. 


Landlords are often ready to give re- 


duced rates, but if they do they are apt 
to try and get even in some other way 
which may make matters unpleasant. 
On the contrary, if they are asked for 
no reduction, but for a little extra bill 
of fare, they become eager to treat you 
well, and everything will run smooth.

Professor Maxcy said the time has 


not passed wh^n the novel is retarded 
with suspicion in somei quarters, that 
Jie fact that the novel is the typical 
form of literary expression of th« x>re<;- 
nt time is not fully recosrniz»d, so 
that su<-'h a subject as "the ethics of 
the novel" might seem strange to .gome. 


The Question to be considered is as 


to the moral Influence 
of the vast 


amount of reading matter 
that 
la 


being turned out mostly In the form 
of' novels. Does the reading of reout 
able fiction influence us for Rood7 Or 
does it palalyze our ideals and dull 
our aspirations? 


There Is a popular misconception of 


the novel as a literary 
form. The 


term novel is made to include every- 
thing from the highly artistic t>rob- 
lem novel to the 
"penny dreadful," 


and much of the discredit that falls 
on the rovel comes from light readme 
by light minds. But the novel should 
not be, judged by these 
lowest tynes, 


rather*by the best tynes. 


The devlopment of the novel shows 


what has been devel&ced fomor 
the 


story of deeds of human minds. From 
the novel of this type the reader may 
learn to know new personalities, to 
become acquainted with other classes, 
to extend the syranathiea. 


Man can attain perfect development 


only as he Is true in his relations, 
but he can do this only when he knows 
the personality of others. The English 
novel has developed Into a form which 
is based on the portayal of Individual 
emotions, and therefore, _ with 
its 


power to stir 
the mind, 
In an 
In- 


fluence which tends towards the nro 
motion of better ethical relations. 
Professor Maxcy dwelt at some length 
on the question as to "Whether 
tha 


novel should have a distinct moral 
purpose, reaching the conclusion that 
while .not pvery novel must have 
a 


moral purpose 
distinctly 
expressed 


still such a purpose does not prevent 
its being n great novel. 
Be closed by reviewing briefly the mor 
al truths told In novel form by some of 
the great novclistg of the -world, con= 
eluding by saying that literature is 
the written record 
of life. Life

more than mere living and man is not 
a mere thinking vegetable. 
The sub- 


stance of true living is in man himself 
The best literature presents Ideals ny 
which *e can attain 
perfection 
of 


growh. The reader for mere pleasure's 
wake wOl do no wrong, but will not get 
the best out of literature, nor 
from 


the ^treasures of great mind* add to 
hi« own lif«.

Heard Little of the "Almighty Dol- 
Ur" Wonhlp. 


In an article entitled "Impressions of 


America" ia the current number of Tbe 
Nineteenth Century Mr. Frederic Har- 
rison, tbe well kuown English critic 
•who recently visited the United States, 
describes his topresfiions of the peo- 
ple and things he found here as fol- 
lows. He says: 


My own impression is that in spi*e 


of the vast proportion of immigrant 
population, the language, character, 
habits of native Americans rapidly ab- 
sorb and incorporate all foreign ele- 
ments. In the second or third genera- 
tion ail exotic differences are merged. 
In one sense the United States seemed 
to iae more homogeneous than the 
United Kingdom. There is no state, 
city or large area which has a distinct 
race of its own, as Ireland, Wales and 
Scotland have, and of course there is 
nothing analogous to the diverse na- 
tionalities of the British empire. From 
Long Island to San Francisco, from 
Florida bay to Vancouver island, there 
Is one dominant race and civilization, 
one language, one type of law, one 
sense of nationality. That race, that 
nationality, is American to the core. 
And the consciousness of its vast ex- 
pansion and collective force fills the 
mind of American citizens as nothing 
can dovto this degree in the nations of 
western Europe. 


Vast expansion, collective force, In- 


exhaustible energy — these are the im- 
pressions forced on the visitor, beyond 
all that he could have conceived or bad 
expected to find. 


No competent observer can doubt 


thaL In wealth, manufactures, material 
progress of all kinds, the United States 
in a very few years must hold the first 
place in the world without dispute. 
The natural resources of their country 
exceed those of all Europe put togeth- 
er, their energy exceeds that of the 
British, their intelligence is hardly 
second to that of Germany and France, 
and their social and political system is 
more favorable to material develop- 
ment than any other society ever de- 
vised by man. 


Of course for the American citizen 


and the thoughtful visitor the real 
problem is whether this vast prosperi- 
ty, this boundless future of theirs, rests 
upon an equal expansion in tbe social, 
Intellectual and moral sphere. 
They 


Would be bold critics who should main- 
tain it, and few thinking men in tbe 
United States do so without qualifica- 
tions and misgivings. 


Tbe whole educational machinery 


must be at least tenfold that of the 
United Kingdom. 


This ingrained sense of tbe absolute 


equality of all white citizens reacts on 
all things. Men who manage affairs 
of state in their shirt sleeves are too 
apt to take a rough and ready view of 
life and of that which is becoming and 
right. As Mr. Bryce has so well said, 
the sense of noblesse oblige, which still 
survives in ^Europe as a force con- 
straining men in high office or in great 
social position, has hardly any equiva- 
lent in American life. 


Not that the representatives of the 


republic are wanting in personal bear- 
Ing. The president sat through the 
ceremonies of the inauguration with 
placid dignity, his fine features, in tbcir 
Etern repose, looking like a bronze fig- 
ure of the elder Brutus or Cato the 
Censor. But at a personal reception in 
the White House Mr. McKinley will 
show as much grace and courtesy of 
demeanor as any sovereign by divine 
right, and his smile and his voice are 
pronounced (not only by women) to be 
perfectly winning. The diplomatists 
of Europe agree in assuring us that 
nothing can exceed tbe tact and ''cor- 
rectness" which distinguish Mr. Hay, 
tbe accomplished secretary of state. It 
is true that congressmen (in the shirt 
sleeves) have not that repose of man- 
ner which marks tlio caste of Vere de 
Vere, but the men who are charged to 
speak in tbe name of the state will usu- 
ally be found to rise to the occasion 
with that facility which enables every 
genuine American to adapt himself to 
play a new part and to fulfill an unac- 
customed duty. The capitol at Wash- 
ington struck me as being the most ef- 
fective mass of public buildings in tbe 
world, especially when viewed at some 
distance and from tbe park in which it 
stands. As au effecthe public edifice 
of a grandiose kind, I doubt if any cap- 
ital city can show its equal. 


Washington, the youngest capital city 


of the world, bids fair to become before 
tbe twentieth century is ended tbe most 
beautiful 
and 
certainly the 
most 


commodious. America is making vio- 
lent efforts to evolve a national archi- 
tecture, but as yet it has produced little 
but miscellaneous imitations of Euro- 
pean types and some wonderful con- 
structive devices. 


As to the worship of tbe "almighty 


dollar," I neither saw it nor heard of 
it—hardly as much as we do at home. 
I'may &ny the same as to official cor- 
ruption and political intrigue. 
New 


York, of course, has the vices of great 
cities, but they are not visible to the 
eye, and they are a drop in tho ocean of 
the American people. Even tbe pass- 
ing tourist must note the entire free- 
dom of American towas from the inde- 
cencies that are paraded in European 
cities. I received a deep impression 
that in America tbe relations of the 
sexes are In a state far more sound 
and pure than they are in the oKI 
world; that the original feeling of the 
pilgrim fathers about woman and afcout 
man has sufficed to color the mental 
and moral atmosphere. 


1 close my impressions with a sense 


that the new world offers a great field, 
both moral and intellectual, to & peace- 
ful development of an industrial^ soci- 
ety; that this society Is in the 'main 
sound, honest and wholesome; that 
vast numbers and the passion of equal- 
ity tend to low averages in thought, in 
manners nnd in public opinion, which 
the zeal, gf the dcvptcd^aiinorltyjcoda

Rooaeiter 3I*n Invent* One Which 


He Saya I* Superior to EdUtm'a. 
Walter Scott Strowger of Rochester, 


the inventor of the automatic telephone 
switch which gave rise to tbe auto- 
matic telephone exchange now in use 
ic several localities, hoa just invented 
an electrical storage battery that he 
says beats anything of tbe kind ever 
offered by Edison and the other elec- 
trical experts. Mr. Strowger's battery 
c-an be charged to an amperage so 
tremendous in power tbat it •would 
melt other storapa batteries, says the 
New York Sun. He also has Invented, 
to go with tiiis battery, a substance to 
take tbe place of the India rubber cas- 
ing, which is superior to rubber for the 
purpose and Is [>0 per cent cheaper and 
more desirable. 


It is sufficient in point of Illustration 


as to the value of this invention to say 
that Mr. Strowger stands ready to take 
the Empire express train from Roches- 
ter to New York by his battery end 
system of electric power over the New 
York Central railroad. He says bis 
battery takes only half an hour to 
charge. He has discovered a new gas, 
similar in illuminating power to acety- 
lene, but without its dangerous quali- 
ties, which is made out of the simplest 
materials, the residue of which, when 
made on a large scale, is of more value 
than the gas itself, the proceeds from 
the sale of which will defray all the 
expenses of manufacture.

ment With tbe Siberian Road. 


The true inwardness of the trip of 


Bam Hill of Minneapolis across Siberia 
involves tbe biggest line of transporta- 
tion toe world ever saw.

t York Journal's Paris correspondent can 


state upon the strength of the highest 
authority In Hussia tbat Mr. Hill's tour 
is for the special objec^of examining 
tbe Transsiberian road and after hav- 
| ing ascertained tbat it affords good car- 
i rying accommodations to make efforts 


to have it run in connection with J. J. 
Hill's Pacific steamers. 


The Uussian authorities have been 


approached upon the matter and are 
favorably disposeJ. Instructions were 
seat to 1 be governor general of Irkutsk 
to give Mr. Hill and bis party a royal 
reception, and as a result he was re- 
ceived with honors second only to those ' 
which would be sbown to tbe czar. Tbe ! 
governor general drove him around ic j 
bis carriage of state, and tbe people, 
acting under instructions from bead- 
quarters, made holiday in his honor. 


Mr. Hill represents his father and J. 


Pierpout Morgan. Tbe latter gave him 
special instructions wben leaviug Par- 
is. If they succeed in making a deal 
with the Russian government for a 
traffic arrangement, then tbe Morgan 
and Hill combination, with its Atlantic 
and Pacific lines of steamers and trans- 
continental railroads, will practically 
have encircled tbe globe.

leans 0,000 miles nearer that expanding

California would no longer 


send her waeat around the Horn, but 
would have a European market nearer 
by 8,000 miles. 
Much of her fruit 


would aiso be forwarded by the same 
route. The state of Washington has 
175,000,000,000 feet of yellow and red 
fir yet uncnt. Oregon has 25,000 square 
miles of timber land, and the canal 
would place these forests 10.000 miles 
nearer the Atlantic. The manufactur- 
ers of tbe Atlantic and gulf states 
would have a water route that would 
bring them 10,000 miles nearer China, 
Japan and the Pacific islands. Much 
of this trade would continue to go 
across the continent by rail, but the 
more bulky goods must find a cheap 
water route. 


The advantages of th« American ca- 


nal are not to be measured by the sav- 
ings now possible. Clear headed proph- 
ets are looking forward through the 
new centnry for vast commercial oper- 
ations of which the present aggregate, 
wonderful as It Is, is bnt the beginning. 
If this country can multiply its trade 
flfteenfold is a hundred years, what 
will the end of the century disclose? 
The new canal is to b« built not for a 
decade nor even for a century, but is to 
be a perpetual waterway between the 
world's two mightiest oceans. 


Latest Wonder Fox Antomobtle*. 
Signer Marconi, the inventor of tbe 


wireless telegraph, has perfected lately 
an ingenious adaptation of his inven- 
tion for use on automobiles, says the 
Chicago Tribune. On tbe roof of the 
motor car in which he is touring 
through England Is carried a tall fun- 
nel, which when not in use lies down 
flat along the roof. When he desires 
to communicate with the hotel which 
he has left or that to which be is going, 
the funnel is raised to a perpendicular 
position, and tbe wireless telegraph is 
set to work. Thus Signer Marconi, by 
means of the wireless telegraph and 
without leaving bis automobile, is able 
to order his lunch at a hotel 30 or more 
miles distant. Tbe first practical use 
of this adaptation is to be made en 
automobiles fitted up for use in war. 
A party of scouts might make a quick 
run in one of these machines into the 
enemy's country, make their observa- 
tions, raise.taeir funnel and communi- 
cate the rcsnlt to their headquarters 
and then start back before a successful 
pursuit coujd be organized. 
Several 


cars fitted in this way are to be used 
in the next English military maneu 
vers.

T. M. C. A. Convention Meetings 
Boston, Jnne IV—Friday's sebStons ol 


the international Young Men's Chris- 
tian association convention were not 
held under any special designation, but 
were groupei in sections, in order that 
Departmental work might be discussed 
by leaders. * 


Among the sectio* meetings, tbe most 


striking incident occurred at that held in 
tbe First Baptist church. Here Chris- 
tianity and evolution came into clash 
through a paper read by Dr. W S. Hall 
on "Modern Tendencies In tbe Develop- 
ment of tbe Race." He discussed racial 
development on tbe lines of tbe Dar 
winian theory. 
He pictured early man 


•winging from limb to limb, and from 
tree to tree. ' He spoke about the miss- 
ing link, and the physical development 
of tbe new-born baby; bow its back and 
•boulders were much stronger than its 
legs, Just tbe same as prehistoric, neo- 
lithic, antediluvian man. 
He then 


traced the gradual growth of man from 
forest to field, from branches of trees 
to caves and huts, bouses and palaces. 


There was a ripple in tbe audience, and 


one man arose and asked Dr. Hall as to 
tbe period when the soulless man be- 
came a man with a soul. Dr. Hall, ap- 
parently, was vague 1n a solution in tbe 
opinion of some, when be said that be 
thought God conld allow tbe man with 
a soul to rise higher and higher both 
physically and mentally, for Rev. Dr. 
Plumb, who presided, arose to ask a 
question, which was: 


"Then, according to that logic, the 


clock in the Stiasburg cathedral was 
once a Waterbury watch; it grew larger 
aa a watch until it became a small clock, 
and then it became a great cathedral 
clock." 


Dr. Hall thengbt Rev. Mr. Plumb's 


question answered itself, and tbe inci- 
dent was ended.

There is much local interest 'aken in 


the coming division of the Episcopal 
diocese of Massachusetts, the decision 
in favor of which was reported in Sat- 
urday's Transcript. The new (Jiocwe, 
while of about the same area as will 
be left to the old diocese, will be 
smaller in everything else, and the 
eastern part of the stale it, to furniah 
the new diocese with an endowment 
fund of $100,000. The eastern diocese, 
based on the report of 1900, will hu.ve 
31.122 communicants and 167 parishes, 
while the western diocese will have 
8,245 communicants and 49 parishes. 
The eastern 
division has an annual 


contribution of about $S5G,860, while 
the we&tern diocese has one of about 
$163,450. 


There are 5 dioceses in the country 


and by the statistics of the past year 
the proposed new diocese exceeds in 
nu Tiber of baptisms 36 other dioceses, 
in confirmations 34, in communicants 
35 find in offerings 39. In the latter it 
is more than twice that in 27 dioceses, 
three times in 17 and four times in 
nine. 


St. John's church in this city has a

churches of the two large cities Wor- 
cester and Springfield, while its con- 
tributions are larger than any others 
outside of those cities, 
except 
the 


churches in Fitchburg and Lenox. The 
following table shows- the number of 
rjommuTiteants and co^itributiftnB pf 
all the churches of the new diocese.
